Honry Hamilton Beamish entered thn Navy

the Hast Indies, Her Majesty's ship Uaallngs 
irdioved tho Vernon, aad Sir Francis Ooliipr- 
succeaded Admiral Inglefield, Capt.^ 'Beamish 
served in Her Majesty's ship ^aBtidga liblil 
the B.virA>eaet;wiir, when be nilanteered- for 
active eerviee. He beaded as mate oRbe Tox 
the landing party at tbe taking' of Rangoon, 
and was mentlp.oed in iherAdmirai's dispatobas' 
[No 1). On bis return to England, be passed 
so h\gb an examination for his lioutenanlcy 
that Sir Jamos Qrahatu singled hiiu out and 
appointed hiiu inuiiedlately to tho Kxcellent 
to learn gunnery, and subaequently bo was 
ap|)oiiitod gunnery lieutonaut of tho second 
llagehip Ivxinuuth, uuderiSir .I/iehaal Snyuiour 
with whom h'? went to tho liallic. Ho was 
present and actively employed at tho storming 
of IStveaborg, and mentioued honorably in 
dcspaichea (No 2). Oa bis return Sir 1^, 
Seymour 'was appointed Commaoder-in-'Oblef 
in China and Captain IJeamish was appointed 
hi» gunnery lieutenant on board Her Mujeoty's 
ship Calcutta, flagship, and wasjjongaged 
throughout the China war.

arrival be again volunteered to join tbe land- 
ing party at tho capture of the Puibo Forts. 
For these services he wag sent home overland 
with tho despatches of the Oommander-in"
